Protection and Security, Madison, -Wisconsin, -stated on 
August 27, 1970, that at approximately 3:40 AM, August 24, 
1970, his off ice -had received the~bomb threat from the 
Madison -Police- Department and that four officers, in two 
UW squad- cars, were immediately dispatched to the UW 
Mathematics Research Center located in the southeast wing 
of Sterling Hall at the intersection of Charter Street and 
Lathrop Drive on the University campus. 


As the officers proceeded towards Sterling Hall, 
they heard a tremendous explosion and observed a- bright 
orange light which lit the sky like sunlight. One officer 
reported seeing a bright orange fireball rising above the 
Mathematics Research Center to a height of approximately 
200 feet, which exploded- sending debris and shock- waves 
in every direction.

Madison, Wiscon sin, furnished a copy of a thef t report 
reflecting that ! ~ I Madison, had

The car was described as a 
1967 Ford Er.nnnling Van with Vehicle Identification Number 

[ The vehicle had a "Peterson For Governor" 

sticker on its left rear bumber. 

In addition to the fragments mentioned above, 
items of debris were recovered from the- bomb crater and 
surrounding area and analyzed by the- FBI Laboratory. The 
examination revealed the presence of potassium nitrate, 
potassium chloride, potassium perchlorate and ammonium 
nitrate-. Also recovered w©te a few fl-atces of smokeless 
gun powder such as that used in small-arms ammunition. The 
chemicals -found in the debris are typical of residues found 
after detonation or deflagration of explosive materials. 

T*he Laboratory concluded that these- residues could have 
resulted in the- detonation of a homemade device containing 
all of the -materials listed or a combination of materials 
containing as- an- ingredient one or more of them. It was 
also noted- that potassium nitrate and ammonium nitrate could 
be found in some commercial fertilizers. The Laboratory 
concluded that a high-order type of explosion had taken 
place and the location of vehicle fragments in or near the 
crater established that the explosive charge was placed over 
-the rear axle inside the vehicle. It was not possible to 
determine how the explosive charge was detonated.

A- search of U-Haul trailer number 3080LV3730 was 
conducted by Special Agents of the FBI on September 11, 1970, 
and a number -of items were obtained and submitted to the 


FBI Laboratory. The Laboratory examined microscopically 
white granular substances found in the corners of the 
trailer and also a vacuum cleaner bag used by the Agents 
to clean the- trailer. The Laboratory reported that these 
specimens were spherical particles of white opaque material 
similar in physical characteristics to ammonium nitrate 
previously submitted to th e Laboratory. (Previously subm itted

Furthermore, the Laboratory performed instrumental 
analyses and found, that white particles found in the specimens 
submitted were ammonium nitrate. The laboratory noted that 
these particles were physically and compositionally similar 
to the known specimen submitted and could have originated 
from the source represented by the known specimen or a 
similar source of this type of ammonium nitrate fertilizer.

ammonium nitrate fertilizer similar to the fertilizer of 1 
the-kno wn specimen- s ubmitted. The board, furnished by I I 
I to I [ was examined and deposits analyzed and 

found to consist of potassium nitrate. 

An analysis of residues extracted from soil 
samples- also revealed the presence of potassium nitrate. 

The potassium nitrate found on these specimens was the same 
compound that was found- in the residues from the debris 
recovered at the explosion scene, previously described; 
however, the specific source and use of this potass ium 
nitrate could not be determined. Other soil specimens found 
in the area were found to contain residues of sodium nitrate, 
which is sometimes- used as a fertilizer ingredient and more 
frequently used as- an- ingredient in explosive materials, 
including some types of dynamite. Other soil specimens were 
found to contain residues consisting of potassium chloride. 
Potassium chloride is used as a minor compound of some, 
commercial fertilizers and is also found as the product of 
the oxidation of either potassium chlorate or potassium 
perchlorate . 
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Bits of orange paper and a Peterson sign were

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IV. LEGAL PROCESS 


JOHN 0. OLSON, U. S. Attorney, Western District of 
Wisconsin (WDW), Madison, Wisconsin, on September 2, 1970, 
authorized the filing of a Federal complaint charging KARLETON 
LEWIS ARMSTRONG, alias KARL ARMSTRONG; DWIGHT A. ARMSTRONG; 

DAVID SYLVAN FINE, and LEO FREDERICK BURT, with violation of 
Title 18, U. S. Code, Sections 2155(a), 2155(b), 1361 and 371. 

Special Agent GEORGE P. BAXTRUM, JR. on September 2, 
1970, filed the complaint as authorized before JOHN R. ADAMS, 

U. S. Commissioner in the WDW, at Madison. 

A warrant was issued and delivered to the U. S. Marshal 
for the WDW at Madison, on September 2, 1970. 

USA OLSON recommended bond be set in the amount of 
$200,000.00 for each of the defendants when they are located. 

The affidavit, which was the basis for filing of 
the Federal complaint, set forth that the Madison Police Depart- 
ment had received a warning that the Army Mathematics Research 
Center would be bombed; that officers responding to the explosion 
had observed a light-colored Corvair speeding from the scene; 
and, that other officers in an adjoining county had stopped a 
light-colored Corvair carrying as passengers DWIGHT and KARL 
ARMSTRONG, DAVID FINE, and LEO BURT. 

The affidavit further set forth that MAXIM SLITER 
had stated that KARL and DWIGHT ARMSTRONG had told him they 
were responsible for the bombing of the Badger Army Ammunition 
Plant on January 1, 1970, and that a nitrate bomb had been 
used. The ARMSTRONGS also advised SLITER that they were going 
to perpetrate further bombings in the near future and that 
these bombings would be done late in the evening so that no 
one would get hurt. 

The affidavit went on to identify KARL ARMSTRONG as 
having rented a trailer and having purchased fuel oil and 
nitrogen fertilizer. The affidavit went on to describe the

While considerable information of an intelligence and . 
security nature has been developed on a continuing basis- concerning 
Weatherman and other New Left activities, the lack of success: in 
apprehending important fugitives in these -categories, particularly those 
on the Ten Most Wanted Fugitives list, makes it increasingly important 
that additional emphasis be placed by all offices on the fugitive aspects 
of these cases. 

Bureau airtel dated'8/5/70, directed to Chicago, Denver, 
Detroit, Los Angeles, New York, Phoenix and San Franc isco under the 
caption [ pointed- out the 

need for assignment to the New Left squads in those offices Agents who 
have been successful in the .past in fugitive work. As a further,* means of 
giving additional emphasis to fugitive cases in the above categories, 
the Boston, Chicago, New York and San Francisco offices, whose 
territories have been prime areas of New Left activity, should each 
immediately initiate a special squad which will handle exclusively the 
investigation of fugitives in these categories. _ , , y

It is the responsibility of the SAC in these offices to insure 
that this squad receives the supervision and manpower of highly qualified 
personnel with proven ability in fugitive-type work and in intelligence - 
gathering techniques in the Weatherman-New Left field.. This special 
squad must be made up of Agents who have the best potential for the 
development of informants, surveillance work, and the pursuing of 
imaginative leads and development of information necessary to locate 
hard-to-find fugitives. 

Each case must receive attention on* a daily basis and all 
fugitive-type leads must be pursued expeditiously. Each case should be 
promptly reviewed to see that all leads suggested as a result of intelligence 
gathered heretofore have been fully exploited. Such a review may 
suggest more imaginative leads in light of data acquired in recent months 
in the investigation of individuals known to be assisting the so-called 
Weatherman underground movement. • 

• .There is attached a list of 46 fugitive cases considered to 
fall in the category of cases to be handled by the special squads in the 
designated offices. As will be noted, the offices listed above are origin 
in one or more of these cases. 

These offices should, therefore, review the instructions 
outlined above for the key field offices keeping in. mind that any 
information developed concerning this type fugitive should be promptly 
disseminated to the key offices so that there is" cio'se coordination in the 
handling of these most important fugitive cases. • , 

While primary emphasis is being placed on the above offices, 
it is expected that all offices will-, fully share in the responsibility for 
the -successful handling of these cases, since quite obviously the -life 
style of these fugitives suggests they could reside in any area of the 
country. v
